The appearance of 
the New York delegation at the National Convention’ 
divided in its choice of a candidate will without 
doubt improve the chances of a Western man re- 
ceiving the prize. Gov. Cleveland's friends know 
this and they are working hard to capture the State 
Convention, which will elect four delegates at large. 
The Congressional! District delegates send two rep; 
resentatives each. Their choice, however, is re- 
ported to the convention. The custom has been 
for the delegates to vote as a unit under the order of 
the majority of the Convention. If Governor Cleve- 
land has a majority in the convention he will in 
all probability get the seventy-two delegates.

Ex-Senator Donsnv recently wrote to the 


charge: . 

GEORGE E. Spexcen demanded of the late J. W. 

Bossier and myself, $12,000 to pay Mr. EL for 
the purpose of avoiding indictment and prosecu- 
tion. 
This BOSLER was - of BLAINE’S most use- 
ful and most devoted adherents.

RICK testified that BosLER was summoned to 
appear as a witness and to produce his books, 
but asked to be excused on the ground that his 
books contained records of political assessments 
which he was unwilling for Mr. MERRICK, a 
Democrat, to see. Mr. MERRICK says BosLER 
was excused at the request of a friend,” and 
the name of this ‘‘friend” Mr. Merrick refuses 
to disclose to the Springer Committee. 

The New York Times charges that the

ally understood in Washington. 

From this cabinet position and his long exist-

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

If the President elect should die after the 
electoral vote is cast and before it is counted by 
Congress, or after itis counted and the result 
declared, but before he is inaugurated, who 
would be the President? 

Letters asking this question have been pour- 
ing in upon us in connection with Mr. TILvEN’'s 
name for months, and still they come. 

There are no provisions of law expressly con- 
templating such a case, and what is to be done 
about it must be inferred from the provisions 
made for similar cases, and from the limita- 
tions on the powers of Congress. 

In the first place, when the Presidential elect- 
ors have met and recorded their votes 
for President and Vice-President accord- 
ing to law, they are functus officio, 
There is no lawful authority anywhere 
to recast those votes. Whoever has the 


votes for President ‘‘shall be President,” says 
the Constitution. The person having the great- 
est number and a majority of those votes for 
Vice-President “shall be Vice-President,” says 
the Constitution, Congress has power only to 
identify the valid votes, count them, ascertain 
if the electors have chosen persons constitution- 
ally qualified, and then declare the vested right 
at those two persons to be President and Vice- 
President respectively for four years from the 
ensuing Fourth of March. 

That right vests in those two persons from 
the day the electoral votes are cast. The only 
power to put any one else in their respective 
places thereafter to the end of their term, 
is that conferred upon Congress to 
declare by law what officer shall act in 
case of the removal, death, resignation or 
inability of both the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent. The Constitution itself provides that if 
the President dies, the Vice-President shall suc- 
ceed him, and the very omissions of the Consti- 
tution reveal the intention of its framers that 
the Vice-President elect shall succeed him in 
whom was vested the right to be President. 
The idea of the Constitution is that the choice 
of the electoral colleges must be accepted and 
treated as a finality. The Constitution so 
treats it, and therefore makes no other provis- 
ion for the death of the President elect than 
for his death after he has served part of his 
term. 

The authority to declare any one else Presi- 
dent in such a case is not conferred upon Con- 
gress, either expressly or by implication, and 
any attempt to exercise such authority would be 
a gross usurpation. Congress may proceed to 
elect a President where the electoral colleges 
have failed to elect, and some persons contend 
that Congress is bound to recognize such a fail 
ure when it counts the votes and finds that the 
man is dead who received the majority of the 
electoral votes. 

But by the terms of the Constitution, the power 
of Congress to electa President is expressly and 
strictly limited to a case where the requisite 
electeral majority has not been cast at all for 
any man. In that case, and only in that case, the 
House is authorized to choose as President one 
of the three highest on the list of those voted 
for as President by the presidential electors.

EXPERIMENTING WITH DYNAMITE. 


Seventeen Pound Shells Successfally 
Thrown With Air Guns, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Lon, June 17.—Fort Lafayette, the deserted 
stronghold lying in the narrows between Fort Ham- 
ilton and Wadsworth, yesterday presented an air of 
animation. Nearly half a hundred gentlemen, in 
tall white hats and new spring suits, crouched be- 
hind the solid masonry on one side of the fortifica- 
tion watching with curious gaze the actions of a 
man clad in soldier's dress. The soldier was Lieut. 
Lallinski, and he was engaged in charging a long 
brass air-gun with dynamite. The spectators were 
gentlemen from the city who had been invited to 
witness the first attempt at firing a large charge of 
dynamite.

QUARRELING WITH A PRIEST. 


The Clan-na-Gael Society that Was to Have 


Held a Picnic. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

SouTuineton, Conn, June 17.— This is a place that 
can boast of but one Catholic Church and but one 
picnic ground, but it can also boast of a branch of 
the Clan-na-Gael. For years this society has replen- 
ished its treasury by holding a picnic at the public 
grove on the 4th of every July. The present pastor 
of the church, the Rev. Father Hunt, has held that 
office for less than a year, but, like the Clan-na-Gael, 
he recently became convinced that Independence 


Day was the most availabie day in the year for hold- 
ing a picnic. He started out to hire the grove for 
the annual church picnic. He found that he had 
been forestalled by the Clan-na-Gael. He was sur- 

rised and angry. He intimated if the Clan-na-Gael 
hid not surrender their prior claim to the grove and 
allow him to hold there his projected chureh picnic 
he would make it warm for somebody. The Clan- 
na-Gael were very anxious to make a compromise 
with the priest on condition that he would reimburse 
them for their — 22 — on printing and would 
engage their ban He would not at first listen to 
their terms. A week ago Sunday he announced 
that he would hold his picnic at the grove on the 4th. 
Yesterday he again anounced the picnic, and said 
that ha h no obstacle would prevent holding it 
accordin advertisement. The Clan-na-Gael have 
continued to announce that their picnic would be as 
usual at Union Grove. The sentiments of Catholics 
is divided on the . uestion, and the feeling continnes 
to grow intense. It is said that Father Hunt has 
offered to accept the terms of the Clan-na-Gael, but 
no action has yet been taken by the society.
